KNITTED DRESSES 
NEED SPECIAL CARE 
FOR GOOD LOOKS 


- Your fashionable knitted dress 
will continue to look well and 


give you good service throughout. 


the holiday season and the winter 
if you follow a few simple rules 
in earing for it. 

Suggestions from Florence 
Hann, extension clothing special- 
ist at Michigan State College, re- 
ming us that. knitted wool fabrics 
lose their shape more quickly 
than. do. woven. fabrics.. They are 
knitted of one continuous thread 
and. -do- not have a filling thread 
that goes over and under warp 
threads as woven fabrics do. | 

Knitted fabrics cannot be 
brushed satisfactorily. It is a good 
plan to shake the garment gently 
after each wearing and reshape it 
as well as possible. Frequent air- 
ings are important. 

Knitted dresses should be hung 
up between wearings——-but more 
carefully than other dresses, so 
that they won’t sag. If the dress 
is closely knitted and there is no 
excessive bulk in the skirt, the 
dress can be hung, with the 
shoulders straight, on a wide- 
shouldered hanger. However, the 
skirt should be drawn over the 
rod of a second hanger. 

Another method is to hang the 
dress over the hanger’s crossbar 
with the waistline placed carefully 
on the rod. If the dress is too wide 
for the hanger, fold it once length~- 
wise.. If a budge develops at any 
point, dampen the wool slightly, 
re-shape it and dry it flat, 


OLD RUGS CAN CAN BE

You can revive an old rug and 
add several years of wear to it by

It takes about six packages of. 


the kind of dye that is boiled to 
dye a 9x12 rug. It is possible to 
combine colors of dyes to obtain 
a desired color as you would com- 
bine water colors or oil paints. 
Follow the directions on the pack- 
age of dye for preparing it, but 
don’t dilute it. Keep it full stren- 
gth, 

Put some of the dye in a pan, 
leaving the rest on the stove so 
that it can stay hot. Then take a 
scrub brush about 10 inches: lond 
and dip it into the dye bath, Serub 
it into the nap of. the rug, begin- 
ning at one end and continuing to 
the other end. It is preferable to 
dye it twice, 

Let the rug dry thoroughly and 
then raise the nap with a carpet 
sweeper or a vacuum cleaner, 

In a figured rug it is generally 
the background color that shows 
the wear. You can 
background color by making a dye 
bath to match it and using.a small!

i Advice On Town’s 


| Tree Care Given 


| | By MSC Foresters 


The word “forestry” usually 
‘brings to mind large tracts of tim- 
‘ber. However, Bill Love, Michigan 
: State College. forester, says towns 

' and cities should think of “munic- 


! ipal forestry” as ‘an aid to beauti- |. 


' fying their communities. 

In recent years many larger cit- 
| ies have established forestry de- 
,partment to handle the work of 
| planting and caring for city trees. 
The forestry extension depart- 
! ment. of Michigan State College, 
‘the larger 
| towns can afford.to hire trained 
| foresters, offers assistance to 
- communities wishing to develop 
; sound programs of tree planting 
and care. Contracts for this ser- 
‘vice can be made through county 
agricultural agents. 

Love, who heads the municipal 
forestry for the extension service, 
says: ‘We should not make the 
-mistakes of city planners in the 
past; too many selected soft-wood- 
ed, fast growing trees such as soft 
maples, cottonwoods, box elders 
and Chinese elms. Such trees are 
too easily damaged by wind and 
sleet. Over-aged inferior species, 
quite often planted too close to- 
gether, create a big maintenance 
and removal problem, and consid- 
erable training is required to ac- 
complish the job safely.” 

Love suggests for replacement 
plantings—and on newly .develop- 
ed -areas—the planting of hard- 
wooded long lived trees such as 
sugar maple, black maple, Norway 
maple, American sycamore, and 
hackberry. 

Other good species are avail- 
able, including special pyramidal 
forms of maples and small grow- 
ing species for narrow crowded 
streets. He believes it would be 
well to limit spacing. of street 
trees to.a minimum of 50 feet or 
more to permit adequate room for 
root and crown development. 

Municipal officials should ad- 
dress questions concerning their 
forestry problems to the Cooper- 
ative Extension Service, Michigan 
State College, East Lansing, Mich- 
igan. .

Infected Rats Found 


‘One of the most frightening and 
horrible discoveries of the Korean 
conflict was made public when the. 
army disclosed it had found five 
thousand: rats and mice innoculat- 
ed with deadiy plague and other 
germs in a secret laboratory near, 
Pyongyang. 

The army reported more than 
5,000 rats and mice were inoculated. 
with such diseases as bubonic. 
plague, encephalitis, and eurirra- | 
waddy fever irnmediately after the’ 
U.N. landing at Inchon. 

Only 380 of the carriers were. 
alive when discovered and 200 of: 
these were mad from hunger. : 
None were believed to have been’ 
turned loose or to have escaped. 
from their sealed cages, though 
fleas from the dead animals might. 
spread disease. ; 

The project was reported under 
the supervision of a Russian wom- 
an scientist who fled northward 
after the landing. 

The animals were kept in cages 
in groups of from two to 20. They 
were well fed and their furs 
sprayed with a chemical that en- 
couraged the multiplication - of 
fleas, 


The discovery will provide a clue _ 


to the type of germ-warfare ex- 
perimentation. Communist  coun- 
tries might be carrying out and 
give’ the free nations of the world 
an indication as to what horrors 
the Communist will resort. 


SPAIN: 
Ban Is Lifted 


After four years the United Na- 
tions had lifted its diplomatic ban 
against the Spanish government. 


The action accomplished two ob-- 
jectives: 


l. It withdrew the 1946 recom- 
mendation to all U.N. members 
that they withdraw ambassadors 


and ministers from Madrid. 


2. It lifted. the 1946 ban against 
admission of Spain to the U. N.’ s 
specialized agencies.: 

The United States, however, will 
not return an ambassador to Mad- 
rid. President Truman said public- 


ly recently he would not eppomt: 


one. 

The U. N.'s resolution left tntaew’ 
the condemnation of the Franco 
regime for its aid to the Axis dur- 
ing World War NH. 

The United States voted in favor. 
of removing the boycott which was 
spearheaded by Catholic Latin= 
American nations.

WORLD WAR III: 
Thunder Can Be Heard 


The capitals of the world trem- 

bled because many observers be- 
lived they heard the thunder of 
World War III on the horizon. 
' The thunder was caused by Com- 
munist China which adopted the 
attitude that ‘‘American interven- 
tion in Korea signalizes an inten- 
tion to invade China.” 

All Communist dispatches and 
broadcasts hammered out the: 
same recurrent themes; 

1. The Chinese Communists will 
oppose ‘‘American imperialist ag- 
gressors” with concrete action, - 

2. American use of the atom 
bomb will mean retaliation in kind. 

Observers were further troubled 
because the Chinese evidently 
meant business. From three to six 
Chinese divisions had been iden- 
tified in action in Korea against 
United Nations forces. They forced 
U.N. troops to make withdrawals, 
and, from early reports, intended 
to continue their march south, 

No one in his right mind can 
overlook the fact that China could 
be the strongest nation in the 
world. The Chinese Communist 
armies already are estimated at 
5,000,000 men of whom 1,000,000 are 
in Manchuria. Peiping recently an- 
nounced organization of 5,500,000 
armed militia, bringing the coun- 
try’s armed strength to more than 
10,000,000.

turn—which will still buy only

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Cow Producing 
200 Pounds Fat 


A ate cow that produces only 
200-pounds of butterfat a year 
isn’t making a profit for her own- 
of costs and milk 
prices, thinks Larry Johnson, dairy 
extension specialist at Michigan 
State College. 

This is shown by the production 
records in Dairy. Herd Improve- 
ment association herds in Michi- 


gan. The 1949 association cows 
that verged 200-pounds of butter- 
fat, consumed $126 worth of 


feed, and returned $106 over feed 
costs. 

These cows did not “pay their 

way” by about $20 if we go on 
the basis that feed costs represent 
half the total cost of keeping a 
cow. The DHIA analysis shows 
that in Michigan, a cow should 
produce close to 250-pounds of 
butterfat a year to make a profit 
for her owner, 

As the average production lev- 
els increased, the relationship be- 
tween total production: cost and 
net income. became. more favor- 
able. For instance, the average 
butterfat production for all. cows 
enrolled in associations in 1949 
was 351 pounds. These cows con- 
sumed $157 worth of feed. and re- 
turned $247 over feed cost to 
their owners. 

Cows that produced 500-pounds 
of butterfat the same year con- 
sumed $188 worth of feed and re- 
turned $378 over the feed cost. 
The 1949 average butterfat level 
|of 351 pounds for DHIA cows is 
an all-time high figure and repre- 
sents a substantial increase over 
the 247-pound average for 1920, 
and-the 215-pound average for 
1905, the year that cooperative 
cow-testing | and record-keeping 
began in Michigan. Michigan had 
the first association in the nation.

Advise Early Start

Unfortunately, there are haz- 
ards in many barns and feed lofts 
in Charlevoix county, the agent 
reports. 

Following are some of the 
clean-up recommendations advo- 
cated by David Stenicke, exten- 
sion safety specialist at Michigan 
State College: 

Clean out alleyways and wor 
areas which have become obstruct- 
ed by feed, tools, harnesses, carts 
or other objects. Avoid storing 
loose materials overhead. 

Check your barn for things that 
may cause falls. High door sills, | 
changes: in floor levels, weak 
boards, protruding cleats, or oth- 
er tripping hazards should be re- 
moved. All floors should be made 
smooth, solid and continuous. 

Dust off light bulbs and replace 
those that have gone out to pro- 
vide maximum light during dark 
winter mornings and evenings. 


Loft doors, feed chutes, and 
ladders are accident hazards in 
most barns, Stenicke says. He 
strongly recommends that a hand 
rail be added to stairways and 
that the steps be kept clear at all 
times. Where. it is necessary to 
use a ladder, see that it extends 
well above the loft floor, and 
check the rungs to make sure they 
are secure,

“Keep down the cost of feeding

It doesn’t do to keep the feed 
bill down by skimping on the 
amount of the cow’s grub. If the 


‘cow is to roll out all the milk she 


is capable of making, she must be 
amply fed. If she produces econ- 
omically, she must be fed the right 
rations of roughage and of grain. 
She must have the right pasture. 
Feed is an important item to 
watch closely because it amounts 
to about half the total cost of pro- 
ducing milk. 

How to work out a feeding pro- 
gram in a practi¢al way will be 
covered in Hays’ talk. He will 
cover management problems such 
as the feeding of minerals. There 
will be ample time for questions.
